THE SPRINGFIELD CONVENTION. 

There has seldom been a State nominating 
convention of any party. that has attracted 
80 inuch attention as that of the Republicans 
of Illinois, which began’ its sessions at 
Springfield yesterday. This. is due to the 
facts that the State is the home of Gen, 
Grant; that the opponents’ of his. nomina- 
tion have felt that if they could defeat him 
there they could prevent his nomination;

The action for damages 


O’HAna,.of Scranton, Penn,, is one of three 
or four remarkable cases in which the eccle- 
siastical authority and discipline of ‘the 
Roman Catholic Onuiroh: over:ity, members 
have lately heen questioned in a judicial 
tribunal. “In eacli proceeding, the Church, 
or a minister exercising its authority, has 
been the defendant, On the whole, the re- 
sult has been anything “but ‘favorable to the 
Church, the effect of ‘the. decisions 
being to. limit..very materially -what 
have - hitherto ~been claimed to be 
its ecclesiastical rights. It is true that the 
verdict of the jury in Father Sraox’s suit 
was-in favor of the defendant Bishop. But 
the law as expounded by: the Supreme Court 
in the case of which the late trial is. but a 
sequel was emphatically against the Bishop 
end the Church. It is-also true that the de- 
cision given by Judge Wrersroox in this 
State some time ago in the Coppers case has 
just been overruled by the General Term of 
the Supreme Court. Whether the General 
Term or Judge Wksrsroox is right remains 
for the Courtof Appeals to determine, and 
it is. by no means certain that the judgment 
of the General Term will be sustained, when 
itis considered that. upward of 25 per. cent. 
of the decisions of that court are reversed on 
appeal. 

The proceeding. which: has’ just been 
brought to an end in Pennsylvania is analo- 
gous to the case of Joserx Parxmr, the 
Holyoke (Mass,) hackman, in this respect 
at least; that both were actions for damages 
alleged to have been -done by a minister of 
the Uhurch claiming to enforce the authority 
and discipline of .the QGhurch: Parxmr, it 
will . be: remembered, :incurred, the. holy 
wrath'of his Pastor, Father Doraxann, by 
attending the lecture of a French Catholic 
priest who: had been converted to Protest- 
antism. For this unpardonable sin Par«- 
RR was not only — excommunicated, 
but. the . devout . father forbade any 
of . his . congregation ‘from . using 
the: sinner’s: hack, and. threatened .to. turn 
them out of church: if they should. ‘If 
you hire that man,”’ ‘he said, “<I shall not 
baptize your children, attend your funerals, 
or marry you.”

The English inventors of luminous paint are 
working hard to secure its general 


the invention, no doubt; has some merit; but its 
practical value is at present greatly limited by the 
conditions necessary for its use and the brief dura- 
tion of its luminous qualities. As now prepared, 
the paint has to be subjected to the sunlight, or to 
a powerful artificial light, in order to make it lumi- 
nons, a8 this quality is due to the chemical action 
upon ftof certain rays of light; but when this end 
has been secured, the. duration of brilliancy rarely 
extends over six or eight hours. ‘To be in the least 
serviceable for street signs, it would be necessary to 
haye the signboard: repainted each afternoon, a‘ } 
which would be far too expensive 
or the most ‘extravagant municipality to enter 
upon, and it is also questionable whether the num- 
ber of vessels. that. enter a harbor during ‘thé night 
is sufficient to warrant this amount of work on the 
: buoys that mark the channel. There are other ob- 
jections to playing lawn tennis at night, at least in 
this country, besides the impossibility of seeing the 
balls; and we. fancy that the patentee of the paint 
will. never grow rich on his sales for this purpose; 
while to ituminate statuary with a mild, phospho- 
resecent glow would be, from an artistic stand-point, 
in decided bad taste.
